printed some time ago, taken from 
the report on the; Battleview anti- 
cline, which was made last season by 
Dr. G. S. Hume. Shortly afterwards 
application for a prospecting permit 
was made by Mr. Hynes on beha'f 
of his company and they blocked 
13,320 acres. This acreage has been 
increased by the acquisition of 
rights on 11 sections of C.P.R. land, 
making 19,880 acres in a solid black, 
the only ida being 180 acres 
of H.B. land. 

Battleview anticline, readers may 
be reminded, extends norwesterly 
from the Battle River being about 12 
miles north and 6 miles east of thr 
iown of Wainwright, and about 5 
miles northeast of the closest well 
in Wainwright field. 

The southern boundary of the 
acreage is in the northern sections 
of twp. 46, extendi@ through twp. 47 
and includes the lower row of sec- 
tions in twp. 48, extending 8 miles 
from north to south. 

From east to west the acreage 
filed on is 3 miles mide, taking in 
the western row of sections in range 
5 and the two sections adjoining 
on the west in range 6. All this ‘s 
west of the 4th meridian. 

Since the orte’nal applications 
were made Vanalta, another Van- 
couver company, has joined with 
Pacalta, and holds a one-third in- 
terest in the land, the other two 
thirds being held by Paca!ta. 

In the report issued by Dr. Hume 
he gives the following sequeuce of 
strata in the Battleview field: 

Pale beds, 600; Variegated beds, 
200; Birch Lake, 60-100; Grizzly 
Bear, 40-100; Ribstone Creek, 210- 
240; Lea Park, 980-1020—thes2 
being the depths in feet of the Belly 
River series of the Upper Cretace- 
ous. 

Alberta shale is not exposed in 
the Wainwright area, but is given as 
525 feet. ' 

Lower Cretaceous formations are 
not exposed in the Wainwright area, 
but are given as from 250 two 300 ft. 

Mississippian and Devoaian are 
not exposed in the Wainwright fiela 
either, and depths are not estimatcd 

After referring to the productioon 
that has been secured in tributary 
fields, Dr. Hume says: 

‘Tt is considered, therefore, in 
the light of this information that 
the productive oil horizons should 
occur in the’ Battleview anticline, 
but the amount of production cannot 
be dependent on the amount of por-

WHEAT PRICE SET 
AT 87.9 CENTS BUS. 


OTTAWA.— Recommendation of 
the Canadian Wheat Board that the 
minimum price for the 1936-37 crop 
be fixed at 87144 cents per bushel, 
was approved by cabinet council but 
conditional upon the closing market 
level dropping below 90 cents. An- 
nouncement was made by Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King following 
a session of a cabinet council. 

This is the same minimum price 
fixed by the former government 
soon after the wheat board came 
into existence late last summer. It 
guarantees the producer who sells to 
the board, a minimum of 874 cents 
a bushel, with a share in any profit 
arising from the board diaposing of 
the wheat at a better price.

Will Open Trade 
Office in Montreal 


Hon. E. C. Manning last week an- 
nounced the opening of an Alberta 
agency in Montreal for the purpose 
of encouraging exchange of business 
between Quebec and Alberta. 

Recently the Department of Trade 
and Industry, under Mr. Manning’s 


direction, closed down the Alberta 
trade office in Toronto on _ the 
grounds of economy. 

While it may be possible to 


stimulate a greater volume of trade 
in Montreal it appears on the surface 
that a Toronto office would be more 
logical. The Provincial Government 
has spent thousands of dollars ad- 
vertising Alberta products through- 
out Ontario. While the returns to 
date may not have been up to the 
expectations of many, much valua- 
ble ground work has been done and 
it would be a pity if this work 
should be lost entirely. 

From the standpoint many 
supporters of the Alberta govern- 
ment, the choice of Montreal as 
base for operations is a poor unm 
due to Quebec industries being un- 
onganized for the most part, while 
wage standards in Ontario are 
considerably higher.

Late Rains Benefit 


Wheat threshing is now general 


than last year and of uneven distri- 
bution, the grain is of excellent 
quality. In some districts operations 
have been halted temporarily by 
rain. In Quebec crops have made 


good progress and conditions are 
favourable to harvesting. In On- 
tario recent rainshave been bene- 
ficial to late crops; fall woeat, now 
harvested, was an average yield of 
good quality, and spring grains 
were a light crop. In the Maritime 
Provinces moderate rainfalls have 
been beneficial to growing crops, all 
of which are of good promise. In 
British Columbia a good grain crop 


has been harvested and in general 
other crops are satisfactory. 
Harvesting operation in Alberta 
have been’ retarded by general 
rains, which will be of benefit to 
late crops and pastures. Wheat): 
yields will be fair to good in nor- 


thern areas but in other sections 
poor to fair. Sugar beets continue 


to progress satisfactorily. In Sas- 
katchewan' harvesting is well ad-| 
vanced, with threshing general in 


most districts. While wheat 
generally will be low, grain delivered 
so far has graded well. Coarse 
grains on the whole will be light 
Pastures have improved in districts 
where rain has fallen. In Manitoba 
harvesting is progressing rapidly 
and fully 50 percent of the wheat 
crop has ‘been threshed. Reports 
indicate that wheat production will 
ptobably be langer than last year. 
Oats and barley yields generally 
will be small although some good’ 
crops will be harvested. 


Old Indian Arrow- 
Heads Around Wain. 


A Dutch scientist, who was in 
town for a few days last week ac- 
companied by his good wife, from 
Haarlem, Holland, in the person of 
Dr. Van der Sleen, writes to The 
Star that it was with great surprise 
that he found on a farm near town 
a young archeologist by the name 
of Robert McQuaker who is in pos- 
session of a fine collection of stone 
arrowheads and other stone imple- 
ments which must have been in 
constant use by the Indians of this 
district in the olden days. 


These arrowheads are made from 
different kinds of stone. Some es 
pecially nice ones were made out of 
quartz and jasper, and they show 
about all fonms and sizes known to 
science. Among them are some very 
small ones exactly similar to those | 
which the Eskimos use to clean 
hides, etc, as well as large ones 
which were used by their makers | 
for pounding corn, and for squeezing 
the juice from certain drug-produc- 


ing plants for medicinal use. 
All these implements and weapons 


(including lance-heads, too) were 
found in the sandhills and tilled | 
ground around Wainwright.

Western Canada were 
last week by Hon. James G. Gardi- 
ner, minister of agriculture The 
plans covered movement to part of 
the prairies outside the drought 
area as well as eastern Canada.

ORATE FEED POULTRY AND 
INOREASE INCOME 


A. substantial amount of money in 
the. aggregate is lost by farmers 
every year due to sending their 
poultry to market not properly 
finished. Far too much of the poul- 
try offered on both the domestic and 
export markets is fhelow the Milk- 
fe@ A and Milkfea 8B classes for 
which a premium up to as high as 
three cents per pound is paid over 
the lower grades. 

The sure and certain way to raise 
the grade is by the comparatively 
simple process of crate feeding the 
birds on a ration of dinely-grouna 
home grains, potatoes and sour milk. 

There ‘are various fattening ~mix- 
tures that givé good results, but, 
the point is to make use of the 
feed produced and available on the 
farm. The fest results will be ob- 
tained if the birds are put in aisin- 
fected crates two or three weeks 
before marketing. The crates should 
be put in reasonably warm quarters 
free from draughts and the pirds 
should ‘be fed morning and evenings. 
The following ration is recom- 
mended: Equal parts of oats and 
wheat, with barley or »vuckwheat; 
add potatoes at the rate of one- 
third of the total weight of the 
meal mixture; mix with sour milk 
so that the mixture will pour easily.

GIVE GOOD MEASURE IN 
BINDER TWINE 


There has been Httle complaint as 
to the quality of binder ‘wine sold 
in Canada in recent years. The law 
requires that each ball of binder 
twine sold, whether Canadian made 
or imported, bears a label showing 
the number of feet per pound in the 
ball. These statements as to length. 
for example 500, 550, 600 or 650 
feet to the pound are ‘checked by in- 
spectors of the Seed Branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

A certain tolerance is allowed 
under the Act in consideration of 
variations which naturally must 
occur. However, of the three hundred 
samples or more tested annually, 
more than half have shown a greater 
length to the pound than the label 
called for. In samples which did not 


The beginning of the feedin, pu 
iod is most itnportant. Jf the birds 
which are placed in the feeding 
crates have food in their crops they 
should miss a meal and should be 
fed sparingly for about two days. 
Immediately on being placea in 
feeding crates birds should be given 
a purgative in the form of Bpsom 
salts in the first feed, the dosage 
being at the rate of one pound of 
Hpsom salts to one hundred birds. 
The salt should be dissolved in 
water and the solution used for 
mixing the first feva. 

Feeding the birds all they -wi!l 
eat the first day results in loss of 
appetite and weight. It is better to 
leave the birds without feeding for 
the first twenty-four hours after 
putting them in the crates than to 
overfeed them. For the first few 


days the birds should be kept saucy | 


hungry and never satisfied until 
they become used to their confined 
quarters. After that as

WASHINGTON.=All ‘the gold in 
the United States is now in the pos- 
session of the Federal Treasury. 
There are $10,000,000,000 of it. Gold 
is worth $35 an ounte; so that there 
is a total of 285,742,857 ounces of 
gold owned by the United States 
Government. Mhis figures out at 17- 
858,928 pounds, or almost 9,000 
tons, 


Those figures are of immediate 
‘intérest in Washington, because thia 
whole 9,000 tons of gold is just 
about to start on its way from the 
vaults of the Treasury and of the 
Federal Reserve bank to its ~secure 
hiding place in the great new gold 
vault which has been constructed at 
Fort Knox, Kentucky. 

The problem of trangportation has 
given the ‘Treasury considerable 
concern. if this 9,000 tons of gold 
were shipped in ordinary freight 
cars of the standard capacity of 30 
‘tons, it would make a train of 800 
cara. ‘ 

That isn’t safe enough, however, 
so specially designed armored freight 
cars have been provided. These will 
be ‘coupled into trains filled with 
armed guards. and it is expected 


‘be required to move the nation’s 
treasure to its new home. : 
Reason for New Vaults 
There are two reasons why the 
gold reserve is being stored! in Ken- 
tucky. One reason is that the gold 
storage vaults in the Treasury at 
Washington and in the Federal 
Reserve banks are overcrowded. The 
most important reason, however, iS 
that this is a measure of military 

preparedmess. 

Washington and New York, mili- 
tary experts believe, are too exposed 
to attack from a foreign power in 
case of war. While the chances are 
greatly against any successful raid 
upon the Atlantic and Pacific Coasts 
yet that is a possibility, and for 
years the military and naval author. 
ities have been urging the concen- 
tration of gold and of basic indus- 
tries in the Mississippi Valley be-'

debated question. That Purope will 
be at war within two or three years, | 
even although the Spanish situation

cal observers of long experience feel 
certain that, whatever our present 
intentions, America cannot help be- 
ing involved if the expocted war 
should drag on for a year or two. 
War and Currency ~— 
There is pretty general agreement 
that one effect of war in Europ 
would tbe world-wide burrency {n- 
flation. Indeed the international 
armament race has already resulted 
in greatly increasing the demand, 
and consequently the price of a 


large list of commodities required 
by armament makers. Industrial 
production and ‘consump*tion of 
goods is rising steadily. 

Nearly all European nations are 
financing their deficits by inflation 
of bank credits. Thus all of the 


world’s moneys have lower purchas- 
ing power, measured by the gola 
standard, than they have had at any 
time since the great inflation of the 
German mark in 1920-21.

World Market Changes 

The whole problem of interna- 
tional relations becomes more cun- 
plicated as nation after nation 
makes further efforts to becume 
self-contained and to compefe in 
world markets with commodities in 
which the United States has long 
held the dominant position. 

Up to a very few years ugo, 
America was the worlds principal 
source of supply of cotton, for ex- 
ample. Normally, 60 per cent of 
our cotton goes to foreign markets. 
Taking the average of the past ten 
years as a basis, however. Inds has 
increased its cotton production six 
per ‘cent, the HMgyptian cotton pro- 
duction has gone up 18 per cent and 
Brazil has made the amazing in- 
crease of 216 per cent in its cotton 
output. In the same period the pro- 
duction of cotton in the United 
States has decreased by 26 per cent 
These are the ratios for the last 
crop year, compared with the ten- 
year average.
